On Saturday arriv’d the Holland Tuel- 
Frotti the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Jan.26. 
Pars, January 18. 

Rivate Letters from Madrid advife, that 
’rwas not known when the King would fer 
out from Arragon, and that feveral Mini- 
fters counceli’d him notto go fromMadrid at 
this Juncture ; efpecially fiuce fevetal Gran- 
dees whom. his Catholick Majefty had defir'd to at- 
tend him in the Field, had. excus’d themfelves. Thefe 
Letrers add, that fince the Tumult at Saragofla, the 


-Marthal de Theffe had though fit to order the re- 


maining French Troops that are on the March that 
Way, as alfo the Train of Artillery, not to pafs 
through that City, but take another Route, for pre- 
venting the like Commotion. ’Tis advis’d from Pers 
pignan, thar the Duke de Noailles is arriv’d there. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated January 23. 
- Madrid, January 8. Don Francifco de Velafco, late 
Viceroy of Catalonia, is atriv’d here: He has kifs'd 
the King’s Hand, and given him a particular Account 
of his Conduct ; with which his Catholick Majefty 
is fatisfied. ' One of rbe 2 Regiments of the Province 
of Soria, is given to Don Jofeph de Salazar Carrillo, 
in Coniideration of his Services. The Duke d’Arcos 


_ is goné from hence to take Poffeffion of the Viceroy- 


fhip of Valencia. The Detachments of Troops from, 
Arragon, that are march’d into the Kingdom of Va- 
lencia, arriv’d the 22d of laft Month before’ Monroy, 
into which feveral revolted Catalans being retir’d, 
made a fhew at firft of a firm Refolution to defend 
themfelves. The 23d the Harquebufiiers, and fome 
Companies of Foot, were hardly advanc’d to the 
Bridge, when the Rebels abandon’d the Towa with 
Precipitation, and retir’d into the Caftle, whence they 
fir'd pretty hotly abou: half an Hour. Bur then they 
bear a Parley, and offer’d to capitulate, which they 
were refus'd, They propos’d a Sufpenfion of Arms 
for half zn Hour, but in vain, and were forc’d to 
furrender at Difcretion. Several Leaders of the Re- 
bels were taken, among others Blas Ferrer who com- 
manded them. The Town and Caftle were de- 
liver’d tip to the Soldiers to be plunder’d, becaufe of 
the Refiftance made, and were afterwards burnt. 
The 24th Morella furrendred without a Blow, as did 
alfo {everal other Towns of the Kingdom of Valen- 
cia; where the'Nobility got together in fome Places, 
waiting an Opportunity to fhew they had no Part in 
the Treafon of thofe who contributed to the Enemy’s 
entring by Surprize into Valencia. We have Advice 
by private Letiers, that the Archbifhop Don Antonio 
de Cardona retir’d out of that City, that he might 
not be wanting to the Obedience due to the King, 
and that he caus’d a paftoral Letter to be publifh’d, 
in which he inftructed the People in their Duty, and 
exhorted them to be ftedfaft in their Loyalty. The 
‘Troops which march’d from Caftile, and which have 
pafs'd by Saragoffa, are advanc’d a great way on 
their March, and wait the coming up of the Artillery 
which is following them with all poilible Expedition. 
The Diforder that happen’d the 26th of December at 
the Gate of Portillo, was of no Confequence, being 
appeas’d by the Prudence of the Marfhal de Theffe; 
and of the Viceroy, who has order’d Search to be 
made for the Authors of it. Proclamation has been 
made throughout the Fringdom, that if any private 


Perfons or Communities receive Damage by the 
Troops in their Paffage, his Majetty will reimburfe 
them. They write from Cadix, that publick Prayers 
had been made there 3 Days together, for the King 


‘and the Glory of his Arms ; at, which the Nobility, 


the Regular and Secular Clergy, and all the People, 
affifted ; continuing to give Proofs of their Zeal, 
Affection and Loyalty ; and that the oth, of laft 
Month, the Governour celebrated his Catholick Ma- 
jefty’s Birth-Day, with Illuminations, and gave a 
Magnificent Encertainment to the principal Perfons 
of the Town. The fame Day, the Marquis de Ca-

From the Danube, Jan. 15. General Kriechbaum

a Burgher, and a Peafant, who affut’d him the Gates 
would be open’d to him, In the mean Time the Go- 
vernour made his Efcape to Braunau, and the Pea- 
fants he had under him ran all away. General 
Kriechbaum being come into Schardingen, receiv’d 


a Letter from General Tettenbach, in which he ac- 


quainted him that the Rebels in Braugau defir’d a 
longer Time than 24 Hours which General Kriech- 
baum had prefcrib’d them, to refolye whether to yield 
the Place up to him or not, To Morrow General 
Kriechbaum will ’tis thought march towards Al- 
theim, near which Place a body of 2000 Peafants 
has appear'd, and thence proceed to Braunau, to at- 
tack it in cafe ir be not quietly furrendred to him ; 
if he do attack it Collonel Hockburg who is witha 
Body of Troops ac Wafferbourg, and the Troops of 
Wictemberg which are within 4 Marches of Braunau, 
will joyn him.
